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1. NARRATIVE OUTLINE: March was spent mostly in Washington except as noted below.

Correspondence with the Rocky Mountain 
and Florida chapters relative to the 61 and 62 meetings. 


b. Registration: Learned from DAVID LEVINE and JOHN RYAN that the New 
York professional registration bill for landscape architects has passed the 
Legislature! It remains now only to be signed by Governor Rockefeller within 
30 days. On request, President NEWTON and I wrote to the Governor urging 
approval. The New Jersey planners have a bill before their legislature 
calling for the registration of the terms ‘Professional planner, registered 
planner and planner.'' I initiated a letter, addressed to both members AIP 
and ASIA requesting that the term planner‘ be stricken from the bill on the 
basis that many people including landscape architects presently use this 
title. Also requested: that an exclusion clause for landscape architects be 
inserted in the bill. 


c. Met with an energetic group of about 25 ASLA‘ers and guests in the 
Baltimore area on the 9th, brought together by DALE LLOYD. Drove back to D.C. 
in the wee small through a heavy snow storm. On the 19th drove to Williamsburg 
with Potomac Chapter president MYRON HENDEE, participated in meeting and tour 
of the Williamsburg gardens with the newly-consitituted Virginia Section. On 
the 29th attended meeting of the Potomac Chapter held in Union Trust Board 
Room. Presented a brief report. Afterwards, the group inspected the office 
here at 901,(just down the hall) which we share with the American Planning 
and Civic Association and the National Conference on State Parks. Miss 
Gallagher poured while I demonstrated office equipment. Lunch with 'Sandy' 
Sanders on the 24th discussing many problems

The 
stringent requirement’, of a registered architect on each design team might 
have been broadened to include ‘or a registered landscape architect: were 
we professionally registered on a nation-wide basis.

Commission on the 10th...contact with the U.S. Civil Service Commission who 
have now issued the ‘URBAN PLANNER’ Series incorporating virtually all of the 
suggestions offered by our Civil Service Committee. Chariman RAY FREEMAN will 
undoubtedly present a report on this in an easly issue of the Bulletin ...no 
action on the ‘Professional Series’. 


Telephone interview with District Highway Director Harold L. Aitken, 
of the D. C. Department of Highways and Traffic, regarding the proposed new 
ruute to Baltimore and the street tree plan for D. C. , suggesting the 
employment of professional consultants (meaning landscape architects) in each 
case...attended National Construction Industry Conference in the headquarters 
of the U. S. Chamber of Commerce on the 10th...attended the National Housing 
Conference at the Statler Hilton on the 14th...attended the monthly ‘Conserva- 
tion Discussion Group’ presided over by Director CONRAD WORTH in the Interior
